Britain, and probably the most em- 
inent writer on the Galloway cat- 
‘tle, was in Denver recenty and in 
an interview with the editor of the 
| Denver Republican, had the fol- 
lowing to say about his favorites. 
| Mr. Gillespie is the parish minis- 
ter at Dumfries, Scotland, and his 
| father before him was an eminent 
‘breeder of black cattle, Mr. G. 


Said: 


Gillespie on Galloways. | 
Rev, John Gillespie, editor of the | 


The Galloways, beyond doubt, | 
| are the noblest beef breed of the 
the province of Galloway. Their | 
origin is lost in the mists of anti- 
quity. Ortelius, the celebrated | 
geographer and auther, who wrote | 
in 1573, says as the result of per- 
sonal observation, that ‘in Car- 

rick, a part of Galloway, are horn- | 
less oxen of large size, whose | 
flesh is tender and sweet and juicy.’ 

These Galloways have been kept 

from time immemorial in Cumber- | 
land, the most northwesterly | 
county of England, but are be- 
lieved to have originated in Scot- 
land. | 
In looking up their history I 
find that systematic and very suc- | 
cessful efforts were made to im- 
prove these black cattle at a very | 
early period—probably earlier than | 
the improvement of any other va- 
riety of British cattle. Immedi- 
ately after the union of England 

and Scotland the grazers and farm- | 


eastern counties of England be- 

came extensive purchasers of these | 
Scotch-Polled cattle. | 
ways were not all blacks; there were : 
reds among them. Over in Nor- 
folk they had an ancient milk | 
breed of Red-Polled cattle that | 
were deficient in form and inferior | 
in size. So the breeders came over | 
to Galloway and selected the red | 
bulls and took them over to breed | 
upon | 


their red cows, and the re- | 
sult was the present red-polls of 
excellent qualities both for beef 
and milk. 
“The Polled-Angus are a dis- 
tant breed of cattle and should | 
never have been confounded with | 
the Galloways. The mistake was 
first made in Britain in combining 
the two in a joint herd book. This 
was done about forty-five years 

(ago. But in 1877 the Galloway 
society was started and the breeds 
| separated, so far as the books went. | 
I myself was employed to compile 

ani edit the Galloway boek, and | 
| stil have charge of it from year to 
|yeer. Seven volumes have now 
| been printed. 

There are three hundred mem- , 
bers of the Galloway association of 
Britain, and there are about two | 
hundred pedigreed herds. These | 

‘herds are mostly small ones, and 
great care is taken to keep them | 
pure. The largest herd to-day is 


' 


that of the Duke of Buccleuch, | 


which comprises some seventy or 
eighty breeding cows. In these 
herds ne bull calf is kept entire un- 
less he has individual merits as 
well as breediug. About one hun- 
dred dollars has been the prevail- | 
ing price for yearling bulls at | 
home, and yet extra fine animals | 
from popular crosses have brought | 
as high as six and eight hundred 
dollars. 
“It has been but a very few | 
years since these cattle have been 
sold to American breeders. A few | 
were sent out to Canada fifteen 
or twenty years. o, but the 
Messrs. Leonard, of Missouri, and 
Mr. A. B Mathews, of Kansas City, 
were the first to import them to 
the United States. In 1883 the 
Messrs. Leonard bought and 
brought over five hundred head, 


mostly bulls, and since that day B 


many others have purchased and 
imported, until to-day you have 
more black cattle in America than 
we have in Scotland. 

“You are liable to be deceived in 
the weight of a Galloway steer,” re- 
marked the gentleman, “since they 
are so compact and so unlike other 
cattle you have been in the habit

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I is a fact worthy of note that as 


the Winter months draw nigh a 
number of the leading railroads of 


the county bave taken up the 


deadly car stove question and are 


either experimenting with, or 


| ready have concluded arrangements 


for, a new system of heating which 


will be equally comfortable and 


much less dangerous than anything 
as yetintroduced. The New York 


Central railroad has taken the ini- 


tiative. On it and its connections 
the stoves have all been discarded, 
and hereafter the cars will be heat- 


ed by steam from the locomotive. 


The same system has also been 
adopted on the Boston and Provi- 
dence, the Long island, the Boston 
and Albany and the Connecticut 
River railroads. Indeed, it appears 
that so far as the Eastern railroads 
are concerned, at least, the death- 
dealiug car stove, for which all 
travelers hitve the utmost terror, 
has disappeared forever. The 
Pennsylvania railroad, it is uu ſer- 
stood, is also experimenting witb 
an electric heating apparatus which 
will probably be introduced on all 
its lines before the snow flies. That 
the Western roads are remaining 
passive. and have taken no action 
whatever looking towards the abo- 
lition of the car stove, is a matter 
of some surprise. Travel through- 
out the land of the setting sun is 


yearly becoming heavier, and ev- 


ery precaution possible should be 
taken by the railroa is to protect 
the lives of their passengers. It is 
to be hoped, therefore, that the 
Western railroad officials will 
awaken to an appreciation of the 
signs of the times and that ere an- 
other year bas rolled around the 
car stove will have become buta 
horrible memory of the past.

Sr. Louis, Oct 31.—At the closing of |
